ORDER RETURNING UNDOCKETED APPEAL TO EXAMINER 



This application was electronically received at the Board of Patent Appeals 
and Interferences (BPAI) on April 2, 2007. A review of the application has 
revealed that the application is not ready for docketing as an appeal.
